F. Goudey, sanitary en­ 
joyer for the southern division, as 
nnounced to the city council here 
ast night by W. (J. Knox, city en- 


At ’he sam e tim e Knox said 
complaints were being heard from 
residents alone the route of the 
Anaheim line lveeause of objection­ 
able odors, the direct result of the 
sewage of the chemical concern 
flowing in the line. 
Goudey suggested 
that if the 
council i.t Anaheim fails to take 
action to prevent use of the sew er 
by the alcohol plant that residents 
of Garden Grove, or some other 
community affected bv the offen­ 
sive odor, bring the m atter to the 
attention of the district attorney 
and urge nn injunction suit against 
Anaheim to enjoin the factory from 
discharging its 
wastes 
into the 
outfall sewer. 
Up to S A. Council 
It was pointed out by Knox that 
the right to discharge a sewage 
into the ocean was granted to the 
city of 8anta Ana. 
Also pointing 
out that operation of the outfall, 
by vote of the other Co UBC ii#, was 
entirely in the hands of the city 
council. Knox said that full 
re ­ 
sponsibility for the line was di­ 
rectly on Hie shoulders of the lo­ 
cal council. 
T he affluence of the 
alcohol 
plant is discoloring the w ater In 
the ocean for an area ten times 
greater than would the sewage de­ 
veloped from the other sources of 
sewage production,” 
Knox 
said. 
“The w ater is Ro black that we 
arc unable in the day time to work 
our diver in the laying of pipe at 
the ocean end of the outfall. Tho 
situation 
1s 
seriously 
retarding 
completion of the outfall.” 
In 
a 
communication 
reaching 
Knox today. Goudey says: 
“The alcohol waste is extremely 
odorous when mixed with sewage., 
It is reported to have some de­ 
xterous 
effect 
on 
the 
sewers 
themselves, and. finally, they com­ 
pletely overtax the ability of the 
ocean to dispose of the sewage 
wastes 
^tisfactorily. 
Had 
the 
state board of health known that 
industrial wastes such as the al­ 
cohol factory would likely have 
benn connected up with the outfall 


sewer, It would have insisted on 
the outfall being 
extended 
suf­ 
ficiently far into the ocean to se­ 
cure adequate dilution, and also 
to provide adequate ventilation to 
prevent odors escaping from sewer 
manholes along the line of the out­ 
fall.” 
Goudey 
asserted 
th at 
he 
Is 
aw are that an odor nuisance of 
great magnitude ha# been perpe­ 
trated upon the people in the vi­ 
cinity of Garden Grove. 
Knox said that he personally had 
requested the city of Anaheim to 
direct the chemical company to 
discontinue use of the sewer. 
Ac­ 
tion of the Anaheim council on the 
order of Goudey is Tieing awaited 
by the local officials. 
Enlargem ent of the county area 
served by the joint outfall sew er 
line became possible last night with 
the receipt by the council of a re ­ 
quest from officials of the La H a­ 
bra and Buena Park sanitary dis­ 
tricts requesting perm ission to Join

N E W YORK, Aug. 5.- -D etection 
of paintings, fraudulently claimed 
to be the work of famous artists is 
becoming more and mon* a m atter; 
of the application of scientific in-i 
formation. 
A few years ago the 
legitimacy of a famous painting! 
was questioned, but, because the 
great artist left the print of his! 
thumb on the painting in a num ber; 
of places a 
specialist in 
finger ( 
print identification was able to deni-' 
onstrate th at the picture was gen 
ulne. 
Now M. Davie, director of the 
judiciary identification service of! 
Paris, has proved th at a certain 
painting is not the work of the fa-1 
mous m odern French artist Renoir,! 
Monsieur 
Bayle 
took 
photo-> 
graphs of both the questioned paint­ 
ing and another Renior, known to I 
be genuine under different 
col 
ored electric lights, 
and 
proved 
th at in painting 
the 
questioned 
picture chrome yellows were used, 
while in th e authentic 
painting 
only Naples yellow and ochre were 
used. 
T o do this M. Bayle constructed 
a special apparatus which he calls 
a chromoscope. This has four elec-! 
trio* lamps, each located in a re ­ 
flector, all converging their beam s 
upon a single area. Red, blue and j 
green color screens are placed in 
the path of the rays from three of 
the lam ps aud the fourth is l e f t ; 
unscreened. 
Thus M. Bayle was able to show 
w hether or not the same pigments 
were used in painting both a genu 
in© picture and another, the a u th e n ­ 
ticity of which Is under question. 
A Iso, th e lighting brings out the 
details of brush strokes in both pic­ 
tures. If they are alike the pictures 
are both the product of the sam e 
artist, for no two artists have the 
s a m e 
peculiarities 
of 
b r u s h 
strokes and use exactly the sam e 
pigments. 
In another case M. Bayle was 
called upon to pass upon toe genu­ 
ineness of a painting called La 
Tirana, and for a long time consid­ 
ered to be the w ork of Goya, tne 
famous Spanish artist. 
By using 
electrically produced 
ultra-violet 
radiation the signature ‘Goya, 1/99,’ 
visible to th e naked eye, disap­ 
peared, and in its place the nam e 
T irana appeared. 
Also the date, 
1799 changed to 1792. The falsifier 
had 
scratched out this original 
nam e and date and 
substituted 
that of Goya and the date 1792. 
With this chromoscope M. Bayle 
also showed th a t the* brush tec h ­ 
nique of L a T irana was hesitating, 
th a t the neck and been retouched 
and th at th e brush strokes were 
not the sam e as those of the genu­ 
ine Gova portraits.
